During this operation
a peculiar and by no means unpleasant
musical sound is emitted with varying
tones, The point of the thimble being
reached, a flut knerler finishes the side,
and with a sharp «dged tool the pol-
ished cutting at the sides of the band
Is performed, Then on another lathe
it Is placed In a hollow block and the
inslde burnished, All the oll and dirt
are then removed, and the thimble |s
polished and.made ready for the mar
ket.
